THEIR OWOOSSES I 


Tke Eastern Brewen Deeid« 
Be 
Their Own Bosses «ad Orer 
000 Enployes are INs- 
charged To-day. 


Ni^Yobx, April 16.—The brewery 
loekoQt haa begun aod more than 5,000 
brewers, brewery wagon drivers, mal- 
stery, helpers, wagon makera» psinten 
and apprentieea in Ihis city, B r c ^ l ^ , 
JersBj City, Newark,' Patterson and 
Staten Island are out of work. 
There 
was no kind of demonstration. 
The 
men are as quiet and peaeeable as if 
nothing was the matter. 


Just before noon the proprietors of 
each brewery called their men together 
and discharged them. 
They told them 
they had unanimously resolved to be 
t h ^ own boss and would not hereafter 
submit to anything of a dictatorial na- 
ture from their men. Q^e bosses con- 
sidered the contract with the journey- 
men brewers, which the union men 
made, was deddedly of thii nature. 


The men were farther informed that 
should they feel disposed to submit 
their names for re-employment ss in- 
diduals and were willing to disconnect 
themselves from unidns and recc^ize 
their employes as the only bosses, the 
proprieton would be perfectly willing to 
re-employ them. 
The men received 
their weekly pay and departed. 


AIiBany, N. Y , April 16. —A lockout 
is threatened by the Albany brewers, at 
6 o'clock, unless the employ^ recall 
their boycott. 


BLUfKY H0R6Air. 


He Denies His Oallt of the Murder of 
Detective Hnlllgan. 


CoiitTMBua, O., April 16.—Ever since 
the conviction of Blinky Morgan of the 
murder of Detective Hulligan, of Cleve- 
land, newspapers all over the country 
have endeavored to gat from him a state- 
ment of his esse. 
The Cincinnati JSn- 
quirer waa at last rewarded and a writ- 
ten statement signed by himself was 
published in yesterday's edition of that 
paper. 


He reviews the testimony in the case 
and is very severe in handling some of 
the witnesses. 
He says he was not on 
the train when Hulligan was killed, but 
makes no positive denisl of his connec- 
tion with the fur robbery. 


Among other things he says in com- 
mencing: *'Mine is a case of mistaken 
identity, coupled with purchased per- 
jury. prejudice, and $16,000 reward for 
convictioD, combined 'idth overwhelm- 
ing public clamor for a victim* be he in- 
nocent or not." 


He ends his statement as follows: ''In 
conclusion I can say for myself that I 
am entirely innocent of any complicity 
whatever in the rescue of the prisoner, 
and was at least 400 miles distant when 
the event transpired. 
Neither do I 
know anything about the affair, save 
what information I have obtained from 
perusing the papers." 


STEAMNG 
SPFBITS. 


How an Ingenious Thief Stole Whisky 
from a Distillery. 


Waverlt, O., April 16.—A systematic 
stealing of whisky has been going on for 
some time from the bonded ware-rooms 
of the distillery of James Emmitt. The 
upper room of the warehouse is used for 
the storage of wheat. The ingenious 
thief contrived a tin cylinder about 
eighteen inches long, loaded at one end 
with lead for a sinker. 


He effected an entrance into the wheat 
room, loosened a board, let down the 
cylinder with a string through the bung 
hole of the barrel, which is left open for 
evaporation. 
The cylinder holds about 
a quart. 
In this manner over a barrel 
has been purloined. 
The cylinder was 
found hidden under a wagon. 
The 
night watch. Charles Hesse, was sus- 
pected of the theft, and last night his 
premises, were searched by officers, but 
no whisky was discovered. 
He was, 
however, arrested for stealing wheat.

these losses. By computation I have 
ascertained that every complete stop 
involves a cost of $1.17."
